bathers. 


We see that St. Petersburg at­ 
tracts the young as well as the old. 
But wait, where ar«> the old people, 
anyw ay? As we watch older men 
and women on the beach, sw im ­ 
ming or bowling in the parks, we 
ask ourselves, “Old age, where is 
thy sting?” 
These are men and 
women enjoying lift1 to the full. 


Our American 
attitude 
toward 
age is very strange. W e put a pre­ 
mium on youth w hile other coun­ 
tries bow to age. Perhaps we feel 
this way because our country is so 
young in comparison av itll the age 
and culture of the Orient, for ex­ 
ample. Or suppose avo contrast our 
attitude with that of the French, 
whose culture is also older than 
ours. They have long recognized 
the charm of age. especially the 
charm of the m ature woman, how 
years make both her mind and her 
face more interesting. 


W e Americans may fear age in 
oui selves, but Ave admire it in our 
institutions. We boast about old 
buildings 
and 
businesses. 
Why 
can’t w e see that old age also in­ 
creases the value of people? Scien­ 
tists formerly believed that a per­ 
son’s brain gradually deteriorated 
with age. The more recent view,
